This letter is in response to your FOIA request submitted on July 17,2019. In your request, you 
asked for a copy of records sufficient to identify any and all contracts between a list of agencies 
identified in your request and (a) the below-listed individuals who were nominated but not 
confirmed to serve in the listed agencies or (b) any legal entities operated by or on behalf of the 
listed individuals. However, I am only responding to the portion for the Environmental 
Protection Agency (EPA). For our agency, the individual listed is “Michael Dourson.” You 
wanted all responsive records reflecting contracts entered into from January 20, 2017, through 
the date of the search. A search of procurement records by the Office of Acquisition Solutions 
(OAS) IT technician on August 2, 2019, found that there were no procurements awarded to 
Michael Dourson for the specified time period. 

You also wanted a copy of procurement records awarded to any legal entities operated by or on 
behalf of Michael Dourson. In this case, the entity would be the Toxicology Excellence for Risk 
Assessment. It is a non-profit organization where Mr. Dourson is the Director of Science. A 
search of procurement records by the OAS IT technician on August 5, 2019, found that there 
were no procurements awarded to Toxicology Excellence for Risk Assessment for the specified 
time period.
